Applicants have assumed that their previously requested amendments to the 
specification and claims to identify each peptide sequence of the instant application with 
respect to the "Sequence Listing" have been appropriately entered into the application.

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Applicants request that the undersigned attorney be informed so that an appropriate 
amendment may be submitted. 

Applicants believe that they have fully complied with the requirements for patent 
applications containing nucleotide sequence and/or amino acid sequence disclosures.
